So poor Sharon was horrified 
when it recently transpired 
that evil Gavin Sullivan was 
her biological father — and he 
even laid claim to Den’s token 
greeting, “Hello, princess!”. 

Although many of the 
show’s fans were thrilled with 
the twist, just as many were 
outraged by this rewriting of 
EastEnders history. And actor 
Leslie Grantham, who played 
Den from 1985 to 1989 and 
again from 2008 to 2005, is 
definitely in the latter camp... 

“I do find it strange that the 
show gave Den’s catchphrase 
to someone else,” muses the 
actor. “Den is still remembered, 
and people still ask me to say, 
“Ello, princess”, because it 
was one of the bits that made 
him so popular! You do feel like 
you own it when you’ve made 
such an impact. Obviously, the 
show moves on and there’s a 
whole new generation now, but 
| think that’s pretty poor writing.” 

There’s no doubt about it that 
‘Dirty’ Den Watts is up there 
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as one of the most memorable 
characters in soap history, 
pulling in EastEnders’ biggest 
ever audience — when over 

30 million viewers saw the Vic 
landlord hand divorce papers to 


his wife Angie on Christmas Day. 


Clearly, Leslie made a vital 
contribution to the soap’s 
early success — but 11 years 
after his character was killed 
off for the second (and final) 
time on screen, does he ever 
tune in to the show that made 
him a household name?

TT as 
emi-improvised crime 
drama Suspects returns to 
our screens this week on 
a very sombre note, as the 
team investigate the death 

of one of their own. DI Martha Bellamy 

has been killed in her home, and DS Jack 

Weston is the first on the scene after 

Martha’s daughter Daisy contacts him 

in a state of terrible distress... 

“This is kind of new and exciting territory 
for the show,” explains Damien Molony, 
who plays Jack. “The golden rule of 
Suspects has been to stay out of these 
coppers’ personal lives. But in this case, 
Jack gets a call from Martha’s daughter, 

a very panicked, urgent call. Jack races 

over and finds Martha, his boss, dead. 

“What’s equally exciting about this new 
series is that we’ve moved on from the 
standalone procedural crime episodes,” he 
continues. “Now this whole series is about 
figuring out who’s done this to Martha.” 
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Naturally, Martha’s death means that 
new members need to be drafted into the 
team to solve the crime, so DCI Daniel 
Drummond (James Murray) is brought in 
to lead the investigation, along with his 
colleagues DS Alisha Brooks (Lenora 
Crichlow) and DC Gary Roscoe (Perry 
Fitzgerald). But it’s not an easy transition 
for any of them to make. 

“It’s extraordinary circumstances,” muses 
James. “Their much-liked boss, DI Bellamy, 
has been murdered. Daniel comes in and 
he knows that people are emotional, but 
in the same breath he realises the way it 
works is that as the clock marches on, you 
get further and further away from catching

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the murderer. Time is of the essence, and 
so he exerts his personality accordingly. 
Daniel has to be slightly patriarchal 
because without a leader, those emotions 
could get in the way of their skills.” 

“I don’t think Alisha is there to win 
any popularity contests!” adds Lenora. 
“Although she has this wonderful ability 
to draw out what she needs from both 
suspects and victims. She has a level 
of objectivity and separation that | think 
filters into her relationships with her 
colleagues, too. | don’t know that she 
particularly clashes with the team, but 
she doesn’t really gel with them, either.” 

The quest to get justice for Martha 
leads to Jack and his colleague DC 
Charlie Steele acting slightly more rashly 
than we’ve come to expect — and there 
was some heightened emotion off-camera 
as well, as the actors missed having 
Fay Ripley, who played Martha, around. 
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“It’s very odd — we’ve done 17 hours 
together, me, Damien and Fay,” shares 
Clare-Hope Ashitey, who plays Charlie. 
“You just get so used to that dynamic and 
how everyone works, so it’s been hard. It’s 
like losing anyone at work, really — there’s 
a comfort in someone being there and then 
suddenly they’re not and the dynamic shifts. 
So it was hard, but | think that some kind of 
change needed to happen for the series to 
continue to have a life, and Fay’s departure 
was the change that Suspects chose.” 

The fast pace of filming the series means 
a lot of hard work for the cast and crew 
— but they’re all aware that they have it 
easier than their real-life counterparts. 

“They’ve got a really difficult job,” admits 
Perry. “Steve, our series police adviser, 
even said to me a few times, ‘You’d make 
a good copper’. | said, ‘I do like it, but I’m 
safe in the knowledge that the guy I’m 
chasing is played by an actor and not 


a real murderer, so | can enjoy it!
